Goering, a self-professed fugitive 
from the wrath of Hitler, surren- 
dered near here last night with 
his wife and six-year-old daughter 
and was flown today to Gen. 
Patch’s headquarters. Details of 
Kesselring’s capture were not im- 
mediately given. 

The first of the top Nazis to fall 
into American hands, Goering said 
he was sentenced to execution by 
Hitler on April 24, when he sug- 
gested that he, Goering, take over 
the crumbling Reich. 

FREED BY AIR FORCE 

He declared that his air force 
followers shot their way through 
SS troops who were guarding him 
at Berchtesgaden and spirited him 
away to a hideout in this area. It 
was with relief, apparently, that 
the Nazi leader surrendered last 
night to Brig. Gen. Robert Stack, 
assistant commander of the U. S. 
36th Division. 

Another of the original Nazis to 
fall into the 36tr Division’s hands 
in the mop-up of this area of 
Austria was Gen. Ritter von Epp, 
who commanded a brief defense 
of Munich but fled before Amer- 
ican forces oar into ~ city.

In Oslo Jail 


LONDON, May 9.—(UP)—Vid- 
kun Quisling, whose name be- 
came the brand of traitors when 
he betrayed Norway to the Nazis 
in 1940, was imprisoned in Oslo 
today with at least six of his pup- 
pet ministers and 400 others who 
had aided Germany. 


Warned by patriots to give up 
or suffer the consequences, Quis- 
ling and his lackeys voluntarily 
surrendered this morning at the 
Osto-Akerhus police station and 
later were taken to the notorious 
Gestapo prison at Mollergaden 
19 where thousands of Norwegian 
Patriots had been consigned dur- 
ing German occupation. 


A British broadcast said Quis- 
ling looked “very pale and was 
shaking all over.” He and the big- 
gest collaborators will face charges 
of high treason. 


The 57-year-old puppet premier 
objected vigorously when he was 
locked in a cell, asserting “states- 
men like me should not have an 
ordinary cell,” the Associated 
Press said. He also objected when 
police took away his satchel, con- 
taining chocolates and a bottle of 
cognac. 

Frederick Gjerdrum, United 
Press correspondent, telephoned 
Stockholm that Oslo was quiet to- 
day after a hectic night of street 
figtting between patriots and 
German sailors during which four 
Norwegians and an undetermined 
number of Germans were killed. 

From his window in downtown

Gen. Charles P. Gross, 
chief of the Army Transportation 
Corps, outlined at a news confer- 
ence this schedule for the move- 
ment of troops from the European 
and Mediterranean theaters: 


Approximately 845,000 men or 
an average of slightly more than 
280,000 a month, will be with- 
drawn during -the first three 
months following V-E Day. 

Approximately 1,185,000, or an 
average of 395,000 a month, will 
be moved out ‘during the second 
three months. 

About 807,000, or 269,000 a 
month, will be shifted during the 
third three months. 

After that, the redeployment 
will be carried on until only the 
occupation force of some 400,000 is 
left. Gross said that all of those 
troops. who are destined to be 
brought out under the redeploy- 
ment progran. should leave Eu- 
a within a year.

The Otake Oil Refinery—one of 
the largest in Japan—was hit. 
Otake is 27 miles northeast of 
Tokyuama. 

Another target was the Oshima 
oil storage area—the largest known 
oil storage unit in Japan proper. 
Oshima is a small island just west 
of the nortbern end of Kyushu, 
near Shimonoseki strait, western 
outlet of the Inland sea.

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Widow Tells 
Wilson's Last 
League View 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—(4)— 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, in a rare 
public statement, today said her 
husband fervently desired the 
American people to join the League 
of Nations “from their own con- 
victions’”—and not just because he 
recommended such membership. 

The widow of the World War I 
President personally telephoned 
the Associated Press to dictate the 
following statement: 

“I have just read in the Times 
Herald, Washington, D. C., May 9, 
1945, the following statement given 
the United Press: 

“"'SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.— 
(UP)—Eleanor Wilson McAdoo, 
daughter of former President 
Woodrow Wilson, revealed a 21 
year-old family secret today. She 
disclosed that her father on his 
deathbed said: “It was right that 
the United States did not join the 
League of Nations.” ’ 

“Woodrow Wilson would never 
have made such a statement, for 
it would have reversed everything 
in his nature, and contradicted his 
life’s struggle for the betterment 
of all peoples and all nations of 
the world. What he did say to 
me, and to many of his friends 
who have often spoken of it since, 
was—perhaps it was better that 
the American people did not join 
the League of Nations just to fol- 
low him, but that they join from 
their own convictions that they 
could not stay out; and that con- 
viction would come through tragic 
loss of young lives, for in another 
generation the World War would 
be followed by another war much 
more terrible. A 

“This prophecy has been star- 
tlingly realized, which the confer- 
ence in San Francisco now con- 
firms. 

“What the deliberations may 
evolve in a world organization for 
peace may not be called the 
League of Nations, but it will be 
based on the same principles for 
which Woodrow Wilson gave his 
life.

Accused of Six 
Slayings, Hall

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 9.—

Previously cheerful throughout 
the past weeks since mid-March, 
when police say he admitted six 
slayings, Hall wept today when a 
Faulkner county physician told 
tr: jury about the delivery of a 
stillborn baby to Hall’s first wife. 
The doctor testified that when 
he told Hall about the baby, Hall 
fell on the floor in a convulsion. 

At this point, the handsome, 
red-haired defendant wept. For the 
first time he also showed signs 
of strain as he listened to De- 
fense Atty. V. M. Moody question 
defense witnesses in an attempt to 
strengthen Hall’s plea of insanity. 

When Judge Lawrence C. Auten 
called a recess, Hall’s two-year- 
old son by his first wife was 
brought to Hall, who took the child 
in his arms and held him close 
for a few moments. 

Hall’s parents, the Rev. and 
Mrs. Sam Hall, of Faulkner coun- 
ty, sat at a table beside their son.

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Bunnelle, AP’s London Chief, 
Suspended in ‘KennedyAffair’ 


LONDON, May 9.—(4)—Suprdéme. Headquarters Allied Expedition- 
ary Force today notified Robert Bunnelle, managing executive for the 
Associated Press in the United Kingdom, that he was suspended as a 
war correspondent in the European theater of operations. 


Capt. Harry Clark, a public re- 
lations officer in the SHAEF rear 
echelon in Lundon, telephoned the 
notification. Clark saic he was 


ac.ing on instruction from SHAEF 
in Paris, which, he added, gave no 
reason for the move. Bunnelle 
asked a written statement of spe- 
cific charges, and Clark said he 
would forward the request to 
Paris. 


It is assumed that the suspen- 
sion was ordered in connection 
with the SHAEF investigation of 
the story on Germany’s surrender 
filed Monday by Edward Kenne- 
dy, chief of the Paris AP bureau. 

Kennedy and Morton Gudebrod, 
of the Associated Press staff in 
Paris, now are under suspension 
in this case. 


DENIED FACILITIES 


Bunnelle is one of the few 
American newsmen who have 
seen the European war all the 
way .hrough from London. He 
was president of the Association 
of American Correspondents here 
in 1943 and 1944. 


The suspension denies Bunnelle 
the use of militarily controlled 
communications and other facili- 
ties extended by the Army to cor- 
respondents. 

Kennedy made today his first 
direct statement concerning the 
story, and denied:-in a sepa-ate 
message that he hac “admitted 
any vreach of confidence.” 

Kennedy, chief of the AP’s west- 
ern front staff, has been under 
suspension since Monday, and Gen. 
Eisenhower, in a telegram to Kent 
Cooper, executive director of the 
AP, said this was “due to self- 
admitted deliberate violation of 
SHAEF regulations and breach of 
confidence.” 


PRESENTS HIS VERSION 


Kennedy distributed his state- 
ment to correspondents accredited 
to SHAEF and the Paris press. It 
was the first time Kennedy, speak- 
ing directly for himself, had #pre- 
sented his case. Previous efforts 
of the AP, made in direct messages 
to its Paris bureau and also to 
Gen. Eisenhower, had failed to ob- 
tain a statement from Kennedy, 
who, under the suspension, was 
not permitted to communicate di- 
rectly with his home office. 

His statement said: 

“I saw the representative of the 
existing German government sign 
the agreement of unconditional 
surrender, 

“I was informed by a repre- 
sentative of SHAEF public rela- 
tions that, although: no issue of 
military security was involved, 
SHAEF public relations intended 
to suppress this news from the 
public until a later time. 


REJECTED ORDER 


“I informed a representative of 
SHAEF public relations that I 
could not accept this view, since 
it had been conceded that no mili- 
tary security was involved and 
that I intended to send this story. 

“I sent the story.” 

Brig. Gen, Frank A. Allen Jr., 
director of supreme headquarters’ 
public relations division, declined 


to comment on Kennedy’s state- 
ment. 

A telegram from Relman Morin 
to Cooper conveyed this message 
from Kennedy: 

“He says it is completely in- 
correct to say that he has admit- 
ted any breach of confidence. He 
says he did what he considered 
was his duty and is still of that 
opinion.” 

Gen. Allendater issued a lengthy 
statement dealing with Kennedy’s 
Reims dispatch. 

Allen said publication of the 
story had placed Gen. Eisenhower 
“in the position of having broken 
an understanding with our Rus- 
sian allies” concerning announce- 
ment of the surrender. He said 
Eisenhower had “feared that the 
entire chain of negotiations in- 
volving a later meeting between 
German, Russian and Allied high 
commands might break down and 
therefore prolong ‘the war.” 

Allen’s statement rain more than 
800 words, but Kennedy was un- 
able immediately to reply.

“Deferments for men under 30 
will continue to be relatively few 
and will become fewer as more 
veterans return to industry and 
the farms.” 

President Truman, in signing 
the draft law extension, made 
plain he would have vetoed, if he 
could, a section forbidding the use 
of 18-vear-olds in combat without 
six months’ training. He objected) 
that this “places added restrictions 
on the War and Navy departments 
in their management of the fight- 
ing forces.” . 

“I signed the legislation only be- 
cause the immediate extension of 
the selective service act is of com- 
pelling necessity in the continu- 
ance of military operations against 
Japan,” he said in a statement. 

The bill extends the draft act 
for 12 months beyond May 15, 
1945, or until the end of the Pa- 
cific war, whichever comes sooner.

the questions about Georgia his- 
tory and prominent Georgians.” 

It will be approximately two 
weeks before the grades of pupils 
in the city and county school sys- 
tems can be tabulated for the 
average grade, but levels have al- 
ready been set. Out of a possible 
score of 183, 150 and above has 
been determined “excellent”; 130- 
150, “good”; 110-130, “fair’’; 90-110 
“poor,” and below 90, “bad.” 

The Constitution will publish 
the results of the test as soon as 
the average can be determined.

Several Georgia cities, including 
Rome and Americus, have request- 
ed copies of the test, as well as 
many Atlantans who desired it for 
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Although there is no Georgia 
history course as such being taught 
in any city school today, the advis- 
ability of establishing one has been 
discussed among officials as a re- 
sult of the test yesterday. 

All the pupils tested were al- 
lowed approximately one hour to 
finish, but all schools contacted 
said that boys and girls were 
through within 45 minutes, with 
many finishing in 25 minutes. “It 
is a test of knowledge, requiring 
no extra time to puzzle over ques- 
tions,” explained Roy W. Davis, 
assistant superintendent in charge 
of Atlanta high schools. 


Compiled by Davis and Knox 
Walker, general supervisor, Fulton 
county schools, the exam fedtured 
both “matching” and “multiple 
choice” questions.

Continued From First Page 
action. Both carriers were only l,- 
500 yards from Lt. Allen’s ship. 

“The Nips fired more than 300 
rounds at our ship during the bom- 
bardment and made 15 direct hits. 
But the armor-piercing shells just 
went in one side and out the other 
and we kept zig-zagging our way 
down toward Leyte. 

“Nobody will ever know, I 


guess, why the Japs suddenly de- 
cided to call off the dogs. Maybe 
it was because they 
their brains, maybe because their 
ammunition was gone, or maybe 
it was because they were afraid 
of running into a trap around 
Leyte. Anyway, when they turned 
and pulled out of range it was the 
biggest relief any of us aboard 
ship had ever had. 

“Afterwards, all officers agreed 
that if they had elected to close 
in they could have sunk eVery one 
of our ships in less time than it 
takes to tell. That’s why it’s just 
a miracie I’m here.” 

The American force was badly 
outmanned and its fire power 
wasn't even a drop in the bucket 
‘compared to that of the Japs, who 
had several battleships and a num- 
ber of cruisers and destroyers. 

But the courage of the Ameri- 
can fighting man wasn’t matched 
either. 

“During the night,” Lt. Allen 
said, “other American fleets had 
been warned of approaching units 
of the Jap navy with orders to 
have torpedo planes loaded and 
ready for instant takeoff. 

“We had no idea there was a

TIFTON, Ga., May 9.—Shortly 
after sunrise this morning, 160,000 
Georgia tomato plants were pulled 
from their native beds in this the 
world’s largest tomato plant-pro- 
ducing area to be planted by sun- 
down this afternoon — 700 miles 
away. 

The transportation feat—first of 
its kind involving Georgia tomato 
plants—came about through co-op- 
eration of Harry A. Hornbuckle, 
leading Tifton tomato grower, Del- 
ta Air Line’ and the H. J. Heinz 
Company. 

The delicate and temperamental 
tomato plants were removed from 
the 1,400-acre Hornbuckle planta- 
tion at Omega, near Tifton. The 
plan‘s were immediately packed 
in hampers, burlap bags and damp 
moss and whisked to the Tifton 
municipal airport, where a Delta 
DC-3 was waiting. 

REASONS FOR SHIPMENT 


The tomato plants were immedi- 
ately stored in the cabin of the big 
airliner that had been converted 
to accommodate the plants. As 
soon as the loading was complete 
the plane took off for Bowling 
Green, Ohio, 700 miles away. The 
pilots were Floyd Addison, Delta’s 
chief pilot; Clyde Mills and Mi- 
chael Winicki. By 5 p. m. today 
the plants had been returned to 
the soil and a mass shipment of 
live plants by air was accom- 
plished. 

The air shipment was attempted 
for two reasons. The early spring 
had threatened south Georgia's 
vast tomato plant crop and the 
plants were growing between three 
and four weeks ahead of their nor- 
mal schedule. The cold weather in 
the north had prevented the Heinz 
Company from planting their to- 
mato crops. To alleviate the ill 
effects caused by the abnormal 
seasons, the soup company officials 
and Hornbuckle decided to trans- 
port some of the plants immedi- 
ately, 

The other reason for the radical 
change in transportation plans was 
a “trial balloon” between the soup 
company, the growers, ihe air line 


and the United States Department) 


of Agriculture. For several years 
plans have been under way for 
such a shipment, but due to the 
war, the plan was. temporarily 
abandoned. When the _ seasonal 
changes swept both the north and 
the south the plan was put into 
effect. 

Dr. William D. Moore, plant 
pathologist with the Department 
of Agriculture at Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., and Dr. Erston V. Miller, 
plant physiologist with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Orlando, 
Fla., accompanied the shipment to 
Bowling Green, a few miles from 
Toledo, Ohio. 

The agricultural experts install- 
ed 60 pounds of electric resistance 
thermometers and testing appara- 
tus in the airliner. Checks were 
made every half hour during the 
flight to determine the humidity, 
temperature and altitude effects on 
the plants. 

Three types of packing were 
used to find which is best suited 
for air transportation of live 
plants. Some of the plants were 
wrapped in wet moss and placed 
in hampers similiar to a five- 
eighths bushel peach basket. Other 
plants were placed in dry burlap 
bags and others in wet burlap 
bags. A few were shipped in wet 


moss only. 


The condition of their arrival | 
will determine which of the pack- | 


ing methods will be used in future | 
air shipments. | 

Another shipment of 160,000 | 
plants will be made tomorrow 
from Tifton to Bowling Green as | 
a double check on the information | 
and statistics gathered during to- | 
day’s flight. | 

Before the plane took off for 
Ohio, Dr. Moore and Dr. Miller | 
expressed a belief that there would | 
be no ill effects from the altitude | 
and change in humidity. Dr. Mill- | 
er said the plants would probably | 
benefit by a drop in humidity. | 

Paul Pate, Delta air cargo su-| 
perintendent, estimated that 85 
cents would be saved on each 2am- | 
per of 400 plants by the shipment. | 
The savings would.result from a 
lighter packing arrangement, elim- | 
ination of expensive containers | 
and the saving in time. The flight | 
to Bowling Green requires four) 
hours instead of the longer time) 
by truck or train. ' 

In commenting on the shipment, | 
Hornbuckle said: “If we find the) 
plants can be shipped without ham- | 
pers, the economy in weight and 
the cost of the containers will | 
help to offset the higher air cargo | 
rates. ,But my chief worry this 
time is to get the plants shipped 
and replanted in Bowling Green | 
as quickly as possible to meet the 
emergency caused by the season.”

The First Marine Division took

island April 1. 

Disclosure of the presence of the 
Third Marine Amphibious Corps 
indicated that the Sixth Leather- 
neck Division also was on the line. 
Along with the Army’s Seventh 
and 77th Divisions -which have 
been participating in the push to- 
ward Naha, the island capital. 

U. S. battleships and cruisers 
laid heavy fire on Japanese strong 
points, destroying enemy artillery 
and mortar emplacements.

Lt. Gen. Barney Giles, new com- 
mander of:the Army Air Forces 
in the Pacific, predicted steadily 
increasing American air assaults 
on Japan. 

Giles, former deputy commander 
of U. S. Army Air Forces under 
Gen. Arnold, said the famous B-17 
Flying Fortresses, which figured so 
prominently in destroying German 
opposition, would supplement the 
B-29 Superfortresses in pounding 
Japan.

“Being well aware of the subter- 
fuges of the German leaders who 
consider their ‘treaties as mere 
scraps of paper, we have no rea- 
son to accept their word. Never- 
theless, this morning the German 
troops, in the execution of the act 
of capitulation, have begun to sur- 
render their arms en masse to the 
Soviet troops. This is no longer a 
mere scrap of paper. 

“It is actual capitulation of the 
armed forces of Germany. 


“True, one group of German 
troops in Czechoslovakia is still 
trying to avoid capitulation. But 
we must believe that the Red 
army will succeed in bringing it 
to its senses. 

“Now we have every ground for 
declaring that the historic time 
has come of the final defeat, the 
day of the great victory of our 
people over German imperialism. 
“The age-old struggle of the Slav 
people for their existence and in- 
dependence has ended in victory 


over the German invaders and 
German tyranny. Henceforth the 
great banner of freedom of the 
people and peace among the peo-| 
ple will fly over Europe.”

Russia and the 
War With the Japs 


Reports from San Francisco, both in the gen- 

eral news and from special correspondents, in- 

Eee ft dicate that, despite certain inevitable differences 

of opinion, relations between Russia and the Unitéd States, as well 

-» — Britain, are harmonious, unstrained and politically prac- 
cal. 

This should be gratifying to every thoughtful, sincere American. 
There have been efforts made, in and out of the press of America, 
to bring about a break between the United States, Great Britain 
and Russia. Germany tried this without success. The enemies of 
the future will try it without success at San Francisco. ° 

There can be no peace without Russia, just as there can be no 
peace without the United States or Great Britain. Nothing more 
tragic could happen than to have a split come between Russia and 


either of the two great powers which have fought and won, with - 


her, a war against Germany. 

The Polish question remains the chief difference of opinion. 
That is unfortunate, but again there is no reason to assume it will 
cause a split. The cold, and slightly uncomfortable, facts are that 
the Polish government in exile in London never really represented 
the Polish people. It was a government recognized by England at 
a time when such a government was useful and no other existed. 
It ignored the fact, as it had to ignore the fact, that the Polish 
government had been one of the most severe dictatorships in Europe 
under which the people were restive. There is simply no way to 
say much for the Polish government in exile. International law 
always has recognized the government which was on its own terri- 
tory and Russia, always careful, had the full weight of interna- 
tional law on her side in insisting on the recognition of the gwov- 
ernment in Warsaw. No question of the gallant fighting by Poland 
enters into this debate. It is a question of recognition of govern- 
ments and the government in Poland, not in London, had the best 


argument. 
The big question now will be whether or not Russia 
Next Step will enter the war against Japan. 

It is well to keep in mind that Russia could not now, if she 
wished, enter the war against Japan. None of our generals would 
wish it. They know that such a war, if begun now, would in all 
probability be abortive. A map will show to the most imaginative 
armchair strategist that Russia’s lack of rail lines and roads in 
Asiatic Russia make it impossible quickly to set up supply lines 
such as finally were set up in European Russia. The Japanese 
army has been but little touched by the war. It_is in position to 
wage a prolonged war on the mainland. Average thinking assumes 
Russia has a large army ready and will wonder why fighting does 
not begin. This will be seized upon by those wanting to bring 
about a break in Russo-Allied relations. Many months would be 
required to capture, and establish, supply lines and dumps. The 
vast distance from Moscow and the Russian production areas to the 
Manchurian border cannot easily be conquered. 

Meanwhile two facts remain clear. 

One is that at Yalta our staff learned what Russia plans. Rus- 
sia has denounced her treaty with Japan. She dislikes Japan as 
much as we. Our staff knows what she next plans. It is a well- 
kept secret. And should be. 

Therefore, any debate on whether Russia’s entry in the war 
would hasten the end of the war is entirely conversational exer- 
cise—nothing more. The general staffs have gone into it and they 
have, of course, worked out the best plan for accelerating the end 


of the Japanese war. 

It would seem to be common sense to say that 
Common Sense Russia will have to, whatever her desire, re- 
main neutral for some months. No American who can think calmly 
about Russia would insist that a nation which has lost somewhere 
between 12,000,000 and 15,000,000 of its soldiers and people; which 
has had its most productive agricultural and industrial area de- 
stroyed; which has itself been a battleground, turn immediately to 
another full-scale war. 

We have had to supply much of the Russian war effort in food, 
weapons and ammunition. The Russians know :this. Our staff 
knows it. We could not so supply the Manchurian theater. That 
is the important fact to keep in mind. We have met and gone into 
this with the Russians. 

It might be well, for a while at least, to keep the Japanese army 
facing the Russians in doubt—to force Japan to send even more 
men and materials there. Japan’s main army is intact. 

It might be the next Russian step will be to grant bases against 
Japan, as she did against Germany. | 

We don’t know. We won't know until whatever happens, hap- 


pens. 
It is important that we think clearly and unemotionally about 


Russia. z 

That ought to be easier if we keep in mind that twice now our 
own army and navy people have talked with Russia and emerged 
with a satisfactory plan. 

Russia will announce her course in due time—by word of action. 

Until then any hysterical charge that Russia intends to “let us 
down” in the Japanese war must be considered for what it is— 
either ignorance of facts or deliberate effort to brfhg about a 
break in the relations between the three allies.

Homeless in Europe 


Placed at 28,862,000 


There are, according to best estimates, 28,862,- 
000 persons in Europe who have been forced 
from their homes by war. This does not in- 
homes have been destroyed by direct war action. 
It simply covers those who have been forced to leave even the site 
of their old homes. It represents the slave laborers, the shifted 
populations, the refugees from arenas of conflict. 

It represents, roughly speaking, one of every 20 persons in all 
Europe. The World Almanac places Europe’s total population, in 
1930, as 550,000,000. Figure aut the percentage for yourself. 

Will all of those exiled wanderers go back to the place they call 
home? Presumably most will want to. Some, however, will try 
to settle in new surroundings. Some, undoubtedly, will succeed. 
There will be a new intermingling of the blood of the different 
peoples. Which, in the long run, will probably contribute to better 
understanding between the nations and thus prove a factor in the 
establishment of a peace that shall last. 

But the problem of the displaced 28,862,000 will be just one more 
difficulty for the various governments in Europe and for the forces 
of occupation in conquered Germany. 


The mere fact of 5 per cent of the popula- 
tion being away from home would, of course, 
be no problem in the United States. Probably that many are away 
from home during a normal summer vacation time. It wouldn’t 
even matter, much, if some of the wanderers in this country never 
did go home. With one language and one country, it really doesn’t 
matter whether Joe Doakes, of Mississippi, decides to change his 
residence to Michigan or anywhere else. Our population is con- 
stantly in a more or less state of flux. 

All of which leads up to the thought that what Europe really 
needs to rid her of the jealousies that produce wars, is a common 
language. Adoption of a common language for all the peoples of 
Europe would be the first step to elimination of all those barriers— 
passports and customs, etc.—which stand in the way of a United 


States of Europe. 

9 As a matter of fact, the ideal which should be 
Free Travel! sought is a world state of affairs under which 
anyone could travel wherever they desired without any need for 
passports, visas, etc., etc. Where a free man was free to come and 
to go anywhere he desired on the face of the earth and where he 
could select his own favored place of residence with no factor in- 
volved save his own will and desire. 

Of course, I am well aware that such an idealistic state of af- 
fairs is not feasible nowadays. The United States could not take 
down the immigration barriers and let the whole world and his 
cousins move in on us. Conditions are so bad in so much of the 
world of today that we’d be just flooded with everyone who could 
secure passage and the price. They’ve heard so much about the bet- 
ter conditions of life in this country they’d submerge us under a 
flood of newcomers. 

However, there would still be many, patriots and constructive 
workers, who would remain in their own countries. Love of coun- 
try would impel them to stay there and seek to aid in the rebuilding 
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- and. rehabilitation of their own lands. 


And it is peaple such as these patriots in whom the hope of the 
world rests. For it is they who will, eventually, make the whole 
world so good a place to live there will be little choice to tempt 
people to migrate, in large masses, from one place to another. 

Of course there’ll always be some stricken with the wanderlust. 
Just as there are always folks in Indiana who move to Georgia to 
live and folks in Georgia who decide to become residents of Texas. 

But we don’t need passports to move from one state to another, 
here. And that very freedom of movement contributes to the ap- 
proximate equality in desirability among our states as sites for our 
individual homes. 

It will be when men, all over the world, know that most 
other men are trustworthy, when they know that each land has its 
advantages and disadvantages as homeland, that we can dispense 


with all the artificial barriers to free travel and free mingling of. 


the peoples. 
I have an idea that freedom of travel is so important it ought to 


be an amendment to the Atlantic charter, making our world ob- 
jective five, instead of four, freedoms. 

Anyway, freedom of travel teaches those who enjoy it that most 
folks, everywhere, are just that.

In the bombed cities the people 
are docile and eager to please. 
(The whipped Hun is always 
friendly.) But in regions unhurt 
by war there is uniform arrogance 
or self-righteous assurance, 


Back of the ruined cities, in 
little towns and villages and farm- 
ing regions, there is no trace of 
war. Life has gone on as in time 
of peace. The people have pros- 
pered. They have abundant food. 
Their homes are filled with luxu- 
ries looted from the rich lands 
their armies ravished and stripped. 

They are glad the war is nearly 
over, and they resent Hitler’s fail- 
ure to win it, but, as usual, they 
think Germany innocent of wrong. 
They fought to save the world 
from Bolshevism. England and 
America wronged them by help- 
ing the dreadful Russians. 

Such people cannot be “re-edu- 
cated” or made to see the justice 
of their nation’s punishment until 
they are shown the proof of their 
guilt. 

The first step, by OWI or a new 
organization, should be the publi- 
cation and distribution of a week- 
ly magazine, telling the true story 
of the war in photographs and 
photostat reproductions of docu- 
ments and news stories. (It might 
also contain, as bait, official in- 
formation and instruction for the 
civilian population in the territory 
we occupy.) 

The fat and complacent civilians 
must know about the starved and 
tortured and murdered prisoners 
—and how German prisoners were 
coddled over here. They must 
know about the murder of our sea- 
men in lifeboats after they had 
left their torpedoed ships. They 
must know about the mass murder 
of Jews and other civilians; the 
enslavement of girls in brothels;

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SALLY FORTH Says: 


Dean of Vassar Discusses 
Postwar Plans tor College 


GIFTS for MOTHER from 


Atlanta’s native daughter, Mildred Thompson, whois the dis- 
tinguished dean of Vassar College, left yesterday for Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., after a visit with her sisters, Miss Mary Thompson and Mrs. 
J. P. Foster. “Miss Mildred,” as she is affectionately called, came 
to Atlanta, after a rather strenuous speaking program, for a bit of 
rest and relaxation and to spend a quiet ten days with her family. 
Now that she has departed, Sally is permitted to divulge the news. 

“Miss Mildred” is one of the most outstanding women educators 
in the country. A year ago, at the instance of the government, she 
flew to England, where she spent a month. She was the only woman 
member of the American delegation to the conference of allied 
ministers of education, which was held in war-torn London, where 
preparations were being made at the time for the invasion. Those 
were dangerous days as wel! as important ones. Six air raids 
occurred during her stay at the Claridge, so she is well aware of 
the horrors through which the British ‘people have been passing 
for five and a half years. 

According to “Miss Mildred,” famous old Bond street, with its 
exclusive shops and stores such as Sulka’s, Cartier’s and Liberty’s, 
has been horribly damaged. The big altar in St. Paul’s church was 
demolished, but has been repaired, and the edifice where the House 
of Commons formerly met is now just an enormous hole in the 
ground. So commons meet at present in the House of Lords. At 
the invitation of a friend, who is a member of parliament, “Miss 
Mildred” was privileged to hear Winston Churchill speak at a 
meeting of the House of Commons. 

For a whole year, Vassar’s dean has been one of the regulars 
on the Blue Network’s program, “Listen, the Women,” at a dis- 
cussion of points of view, which has been broadcast each Tuesday 
evening, but which is now off the air for the summer months, 
Dorothy Thompson was the mistress of ceremonies. Miss Thomp- 
son's latest honor is her selection as one of four women mrembers 
of the planning committee of the President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Memorial, of which President Truman is an honorary member and 
Basil O’Connor is acting chairman. The other three women on the 
committee of 30 are Secretary Frances Perkins, Helen Hagan Doug- 
las and Mrs. Mary Norton, congresswoman from New Jersey. 

When asked about Vassar’s postwar plans, Miss Thompson re- 
vealed that the three-year liberal arts course, which has been in 
effect since the beginning of World War II, will be continued until 
the end of 1948 as an experiment, with a view to enabling students 
to receive A. B. degrees at the end of three years instead of four. 
Miss Thompson thinks that in the postwar world it is going to be 
as necessary for a girl to plan ahead and prepare for her vocation 
as it has been in past years for a boy to do so. Cutting down the 
number of years from four to three will allow students to spend the 
fourth year in extra training and specialization and, too, will cut 
the expense at Vassar of a liberal arts education by approximately 
one thousand dollars. 3 

“The postwar world,” says Miss Thompson, “will be no place 
for young people to sit around and dally for four years.”

signs and symptoms consistently 
occur when cerebral hemorrhage 
(a stroke of paralysis) impends: 

1. Severe occipital or nuchal 
(nape of neck) headaches. 

2. Vertigo (sensation of things 
whirling around) or syncope 
(fainting). 

3. Motor or sensory disturbances. 

4 Nosebleeds. 

5. Retinal hemorrhages (minute 
extravasations of blood in the 
back of the eye, which may be 
seen only with the retinoscope). 

I hope that citing these facts 
here will do more good, in the way 
of prevention, than harm by giv- 
ing anxiety or alarm to anyone 
who should not be alarmed for his 
or her own sake. 

Anyone who is or thinks he is 
subject to very high blood pres- 
sure (160 or over) owes it to him- 
self or herself to have a physician 
examine the retina at least once 
a year for signs of minute hemor- 
rhages from the arterioles which 
are visible through the retino- 
scope. Even if there is no sign of 
such retinal hemorrhages, the vis- 
ibility of the arterioles enables the 
physician to judge to what degree 
the patient’s arteries have become 
sclerotic or hardened—the changes 
in the arteries are visible there 
long before hardening of the ar- 
teries becomes evident to outward 
appearances or to general exami- 
nation. 

The average age of the 19 pa- 
tients who died of cerebral hemor- 
rhage was 46.8 years. As already 
mentioned, all of these had most of 
the five signs or symptoms men- 
tioned, and as nearly as could be 
determined the total duration of 


the hypertension had averaged 
nine years, varying from _ four 
years in one case to 19 years in 
another. | 

Of the 40 patients with essential | 
hypertension, 20 were men, 70) 
women. Of the 19 patients who | 
succumbed to a stroke, seven were | 
women, 12 men. | 

There may be such a thing as 
essential hypertension or very 
high blood pressure existing for 
many years without the develop- 
ment of any other pathological 
sign or symptom, But, if you ask 
me, I say persistent or constant 
high blood pressure is pathological | 
whether you call it “essential” or 
not, and I am trying to tell you | 
in these talks what there is to. 
do about it. |
